1. In response to your request contained in reference, there is attached a 
draft of the United Nations General Assembly resolution of 11 December 1961 passed 
the Assembly on 20 December 1961 regarding international cooperation in peaceful 
es of outer space. 
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2e That portion of the resolution causing the most concern and activity vwithia 
the defense establishment was Section B, Paragraphs 1 end 2. The trouble seems to 
have originated vith the fact that the Assistant Secretary for U. i. Affairs, Mr. 
Herlen Cleveland, advanced the draft resolution based upon the assurance by the 
Depertment that proper coardination had been effected 
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3. Pull coordination was effected between the interested Departments about mid- 
Jamiary 1962, at waich time it was decided to comply with the epirit of the U. x.
